Fears spi /of the Salvation 
Army Against Herself and 
Her Son. 


Fear that the Salvation Army would cap- 
ture and burn her children, and that a band 
of desperate Jews would kill her, prompted 
Mrs, Mary Connors to ask the protection of 
the authorities. 1 

Mrs. Connors is a widow and lives alone 
in a small room in a three-story tenement at 
809 North Seventh street. She is employed 
in a neighboring restaurant and earns 
enough to supply her own scant wants. ö 

About fifteen years ago she came from 
Wisconsin with her husband and five chil- 
dren. They were fairly prosperous then. 


For nearly ten years they lived in the city 
and were comfortable and happy. 

Seven years ago her husband got con- 
sumption and died. The same disease fast- 
ened on the children and one by one they 
passed way until only one remains. His 
name is Mike Connors. He is 2% years old, 
but instead of being a 2 — to his mother 
he is a burden, as she alleges that he does 
not work. 

In the large tenement where she lives 
there are a dozen or more Jewish families. 

At the Third District Police Station Mrs. 
Connors told Capt. Joyce that there were 
several conspiracies hatched to take her 
life and rob her. The Salvation Army, she 
said, was trying to kill her son Mike. They 
had already taken two of her children and 
burned them alive and because they could 
not induce her remaining son to become a 
soldier they had determined to burn him 
at the s 0. 

She also related a story of terrible r- 
secution at the hands of her Jewish neigh- 
bors. Tc these she attributes the death 
of her husband and two of -her children., 
During the night, she said, the Jews had 
entered the room and with long knives 
murdered them. They then dragged the 
bodies down into the cellar and buried 
them te nide the evidence of the crime. 

Mrs. Catharine Hannon lives at 807 North 
Seventh street. She has known Mrs. Con- 
nors ever since she came to St. Louis. 

To a Post-Dispatch reporter Mrs. Han- 
non said: 

Mrs. Connor is as good a woman as 
ever lived. But she is not right in the 
head. The trouble she has had has unset- 
tled her mind. Her husband and four 
of ther children died within two years, and 
brooding over this caused her mind to 
give way. 

“I never suspected she was wrong until 
nu year ago. en one day she came into 
my house with a. handful of newspapers 
and she rushed to the stove and burned 
them. She said her brother had died in 
Texas and left her considerable property 
and several thousand dollars in money. 
The money was to be sent her soon. In 
the newspapers accounts of the death of 
her brother and the legacy he left were 

ublished. The reason she gave for burn- 
ng.the papers was to keep the informa- 
tion away from the Salvation Army and 
the Jews, who, were they to know it, would 
assuredly kill her and take the property. 

In a few days Mrs: Connors again called 
on her neighbors and wanted to sell some 
furniture to get money to give the priest 
and have prayers said to protect her. 

The Jews where she lives treat her kind- 
ly, as do all the neighbors. She is perfectly 
harmless, and has but little to say to 
strangers. She thi the story of her 
Texas legacy is printed in every newspaper, 
and wherever she gets one she rushes to the 
stove and burns it.“ 

Mrs. Connors is about 45 years old, and 
looks even younger. She does not appear 
to be crazy, and one would not suspect it, 
unless she touched on the topic of the 
legacy, or the fancied cqnspiracies of the 
Salvationists and the Jews.

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HOW THE MEDICAL COLLEGES 
PRESERVE THEIR SUBJECTS 


TREAT THEM LIKE CUCUMBERS, 


An Effort to Save James McKnight 
From Potter’s Field Brings a 
Startling Custom to Light. 


Abner Connors’ protest against the burial 
of James McKnight in Potter’s Field Friday 
afternoon brought to light some singular 
custom relative to the disposition of the 
pauper dead. 

It seems that with the consent and con- 
nivance of the Anatomical Board and the 
several medical colleges human bodies are 
pickled in St. Louis every day. 

McKnight died at the City Hospital sev- 
eral days ago and as no one claimed the 


body it was sent to the Morgue. 

Some doctor happened to discover that 
McKnight’s body was of a peculiar and 
different shape and form from others and 
9 the fact to a medical college. 

he college petitioned the Anatomicad 
Board for the body for dissecting purposes 
in the interest of science. 

A State statute provides that after 5 7 
city shall have kept a dead body forty-eight 
hours without some one claiming it, it may 
be turned over to the Anatomical 
for distribution among the medical cel 


eges. 

McKnight’s body had been in the Morgue 
forty-seven hours when Connors called for 
it. Connors was not able to bury the body 
himself, but thought he knew a friend of 
McKnight who would assist him. 

Supt. Mack of the Morgue gave him an 
hour to take the body away. 

Connors had not been gone fifteen min- 
utes when a rough-looking spring wagon, 
with a high top, covered with close-fitting 
black oil cloth, backed into the Morgue 
yard. It was the Anatomical Board’s 
wagon. 

The wagon was labeled on either side 
“groceries” in large yellow letters, but 
the name of the grocer and his address did 
not appear. 


That is the wagon which carts the bodies 
of the friendless dead through the streets 
and backs its human freight up to the 
rear door of some medical college. On the 
street io appears as a grocery wagon, but 
if one were of a skeptical turn of mind 
he might wonder why the vehicle was so 
tightly covered. 

Supt. Mack asked the driver what medical 
colleges wanted of “stiffs’’ at this time of 
the year, as there were no classes in ses- 
sion and the students were enjoying a va- 
cation. Then came the startling explan 
tion of the disposition of bodies. 

They are preserved just the same way 
that a young cucumber is made into pickle. 

During the winter months the colleges 
run short of bodies for the dissecting tables, 
and it has often occurred that because of the 
scarcity of bodies clinical classes were dis- 
missed. The doctors considered this an ob- 
stacle to science and provided a scheme by 
which the colleges will always have a supply 
of subjects on hand. 

During the summer months it has been 
the custom to bury the pauper dead in Pot- 
ter’s Field, as during that season the col- 
leges could make no use of them, the classes 
being not in session. 

But this summer a different course is be- 
ing pursued. Each college is pickling all the 
bodies it can get. This is done by the use 
of a large tank or vat. 

This is filled with water and requisite 
amounts of salt and saltpeter are dissolved 


n it. 

That is all that is necessary to preserve 
the bodies. 
. The bedy is submerged in this liquid and 
remains there until wanted at the dis- 
secting table. 

This preparation will pickle and preserve 
a human body in its normal condition for 
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r expectations,

MRS. MEYERS’ CHARGE, 


Amends Her Petition for a Divorce 
From Her Fireman Husband 
and Asks Alimony.

MUNICIPAL ASSEMBLY. 


Both Houses Met to Pass on Appro- 
priation Bills. 


Both branches of the Municipal Assembly 
met Friday night and the work of passing 
the much needed géheral appropriation bill 
was commenced. This bill provides the 
money for the running of all the city de- 
partments until the end of the fiscal year, 
which is the first of April, 1897. A temporary 
bill was proposed to cover the first three 
months of the year some time ago, but 
the tornado emergencies have entirely con- 
sumed the funds, so that the city cannot 
even now pay its cubrent bills for wages. 

The tornado relief bill for $100,000 was 
passed by the House in the shape in which 
it came from the Council, except fer one 
item for 5,000 for wrecking the old City 
Hospital. That was stricken out and a 
provision inserted providing for the sale 
of the building material to the highest bid- 
der. It was held that in this manner the 
old building might be removed entirely and 
mare a small margin of profit to the city. 

e bill as it now stands affords relief to 
the tornado sufferers only in so far as they 
may profit by new work being done by the 
var:ous departments. The charity feature 
is entirely eliminated. . 

The bill to exempt tornado sufferers from 
taxation and the payment of water licenses 
was knocked out. City Counselor Marshall 
had declared it unconstitutional and the 
practical application of it was deemed im- 
possible, so it was ordered filed. 

The substitute police pension bill to ap- 
point retired officers to the force on half- 
pay as reserves was laid over for a week. 

When the bill to appoint two female 
guards at the Work-house was brought 
up the House resolved itself hto a vartety 
show for the benefit of the lobby. After a 
great deal of horse play the House ad- 
journed with the bill still before it for 
consideration. 

In the Council the Sweeney ra'iroad bill 
was reported adversely by a majority of 
the Raflroad Committee and favorably by 
a minority. The measure was then laid 
over for one meeting. ö 

The Council adjourned unt 11 o'clock 
Saturday to consider the $100,000 tornado bill.
